Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection{s): The Terminal Disclaimer filed 10/28/05 has overcome the 
double patenting rejections set forth In the Final Action. 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments were not persuasive, 
the finality of the previous Office action was proper - applicants had previously claimed a whole list of possible memories, requiring only 
one of the list to be anticipated by the applied prior art. (see previous claim 33, e.g.) Applicants then amendmed to limit the type of 
memory to Flash, specifically. Accordingly, the change of scope of the claims was significant, and new prior art was necessitated by 
such amendment to the scope of the claims. Examiner does not agree that Brandt teaches away from using Flash memory - there are 
as many reasons to use it as not. It is merely a design choice based on the considerations so well l<now to those of even rudimentary 
skill in the art such as cost, size, speed, etc. Brandt simply chose the cheaper route. 
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
